- Witness saw Major 
Pine-Ceffin strock severely on both arms and 
said that he conld identify the man who 
strack him on the right arm, but/not. the one 
who dealt the blow on the left. He then 
identified prisoner No. 28, He also recognised 
No. 14 as having hadaatick in his hand and 
No. 25 as having been very violent and having 
thrown clods of mnd, and bricks, and having 
used his stick. ‘Witness lost consciousness. 
recollected being taken to see the wounded 
woman and that two men made signs of cutting 
their throats, one of whom carried a hoe. He 
believed prisoner No. 25 to be this man. 
Before being taken to see the. woman witness 
was separated ‘from Mejor: Pine-Coffin and 
Lieut. Porter and was thrown to the ground 
and beaten severely. When hewas taken to 
the.other two officers he found them sitting 
on atibn floor and heaps of tibn. were placed 
ronnd them by boys, while Lieut. Porter re- 
marked that they were going to be'burnt. He 
next remembered lying under a.treé and one 
fellah brought him water. This man was one of 
a ring who gathered round them and.tried to 
keep the mob away. He remembered meeting 
the troops on their way to the place to where 
allthis had taken place and heard éither 
or Pine Coffin or Lieut. Porter—he could 
re say which—eall to them to return to camp. 
jsed. prisoner No. 9 and believed him 
‘friendly to them.

ination witness stated .that 
when they a! at the ground for shooting 
he saw Major Fne-Coflin met by a man, whom 
he identified as prisoner.No, 11.

two guns placed before the tribunal as his. 
Mohamed. Bey Youssef asked iftha woman was 
wounded by the discharge of Lieut. Porter's 
gan. Witness said he heard so, but did not 
soe it happen. Ha did not know that other 
persons were wounded. Ibrahim Bey Helbawi 
asked what would happen if a gun went off 
and \here was a person three yards away. 
Witness. said that for such a distance the 
charge would go like a bullet. 

Captain Bostock’s Evidence. 

Captain Bostock was then called nd said that 
ha was on thé 8.E. side of the ‘gricaltaral road 
with Lieut. Porter, who was’ about 100 yards 
away from bim: Roughly spesking,he was about 
100 yards from the noarest.fibn and probably 
more than 300 ysrds from ths village. Witness 


and Lt, Porter commenced shooting at once. 


No one cantioned them or in aby way in- 
terfered with them and he noticed no people 


__'| as he went along the- agricultaral road. 


After firing nine shots he noticed: that 
people weré collecting round him and he 
asked them to stand back, but as they did not 
do'this he went backwards himself in order 
to yet more space. He found his way, barred 
and the people hindered him. Then a fire 
broke oat, bat only lasted about two minutes. 
The people then began to lay bands on him- 
self and on his gon, aud Lieut Porter cime 
towards him, bot being also surrounded by 


they bad ron a short distance he turned: 


people was not able to get nearer than ten 
or Afteen ‘yards. away from him. They then 


 |eried to get to the carriage, offering the crowd 


bakshish in the hope, ot pacifying them, but 
without avail, When he. was atraggling for his 
gin he felt someone rifle his pockets and he 
lost his watch, money, and cartridge bag. He 
wad hit across the nose by a. naboat. Major 
Pine-Coffin then arrived and tried to help them 
to get away and, as.they were going along tha 
road, they were beaten all the way. He could 
identify none of the: prisoners as having done 
any special*thing, but recognised several as 
having formed part of the mob. He saw 
Captain Ball strack by a clod of earth and he 
was bleeding from the wound, bat ashe was 
some way from him hte coold not seé his éxact 
condit‘on. The offisers got into the catriage, 
bat were dragged out again and beaten 
severely. They tried to’'get away and he saw 
Major Pine-Coffin thtown to the ground bat 
could not say who thraw him. When Major 
Pine-Coffiy got up again witness took the lead, 
bat on turning round saw the others sur- 
rounded. He noticed, however, that he’ had 
a clear road in front of him and ran towards 
the camp for help. When he had ran about 
two miles he saw Captain Ball and shouted to 
ask him how he was getting on and received 
the answer “All rig! a Captain Ball told him 
to go to the police” station on the left. He was 
not near enough t Captain Bull to see to 
what extent he waéinjored bat he had seen 
hinmbefore injured and-bleeding. 

At this point/ Ahmed Bey Lontfi asked if 
witness could asy why the people closed round 
him. Witness said he did not know, bat that 
it. was before the fire broke out. 


Captain Bull's Death, 

‘After returning from the camp Witness saw 
Captain Bull lying in the shade in charge of 
the sergeant-major and he, made a hasty exa- 
mination. He noticed that he Had-a severe 
wound over the right temple and three or four 
blows on the head and was uncongsious, so he 
took him to the campyas quickly. aa: possible. 
He made a superficial post-mortem éxamina- 
tion, and came to the conclasion that death 
was doe to concuasion of the brain and sua- 
stroke. 

Ibrahim Bey Helbawi asked witness if 
he could say what length of time elapsed 
between them leaving the carriage to shoot 
and returning to it. Witness thought it would 
be from three-quarters to.one hour. 

r. Nolan was called next and it was. re- 
markéd that in his report of the autopsy which 
he held on the body of Captain Bull he stated 
that the wounds were caused by violent blows 
from som3 blant instrament, bat that this was 
not the direct cause of death. Dr. Nolan said 
that death was immediately due to heat apo- 
plexy. Captain Bostock’s evidence was not 
incompatible with witness’s report and after 
hearing the evidence he was of the opinion 
that death was dae to heat apoplexy which 
was aggravated by the concussion of the brain 
caused by the. blows. 

The Conrt-then adjourned to meet again at 
half-past eight to-morrow morning. 


YESTERDAY'S HEARING. 


Chibin-el-Kom, Monday. 

It waa shortly afcer half: past’ ‘eight when the 
tribunal’tommenced this morning’s sitting. 

Lieut. Porter waa thé first witn 
and, haying been, sworn, deposed that he went 
out' pigeon shooting with Major Pine-Ccffio, 
‘Capt. Boll, Capt. Bostock, and Lieut, Smith- 
‘wick on the 13th inst.. near the village of 
Denishwai. Witness went to the 8, B, side of 
the sgricaltoral road with Major Pine Coffin 
and indicated on a-plan shown to /him the 
positidn which he took up. He. was between 
290 and 300 yards from the village and about 
150 yards from the nearest tibn floor. He had 
fired about half-a-dozen shots - before he 
noticed apy people or was interfered « with. 
When he had shot four he saw that a.crowd 
was collecting Nand Capt. Bostock and that 
he was being molested. As he went towards 
him he 3aw a fire break out in the tibn floor 
and he vext noticed that about fifty people 
were rashing down from: the village and 
surrounding them. 


Gun Seized, Be 

Witness did not see if the fire was put» out. 
Several people:seized hold of his. gan, which 
he tried to unload, bat being unable to do 50, 
owing to the interference, he putit at ‘‘safety.” 
The gun went off almost immediately after it 
was taken from him. The crowd” surged back, 
and he’saw a. woman lying*on the ground, 
but nd other persons. After the gun had gone 
off he saw Major. Pine-Coffin coming . towards 
him and he told him: that he thought someo: 6 
had been: hurt. Major Pine-Coffin'took witness's 
arm, pretending to arrest him, and’on meeting 
Lieut. Smithwick witness told him to take his 
other arm. 

Up to that timehe had not been struck, but 
had been pulled about, his clothes had been 
torn, and his cartridge bag taken from him. 
When they reached the carriages Lieut. Porter 
got into one with Major Pine-Coffin and 
Capt. Boll and Capt. Bostock into the other, 
Lieut Smithwick mounting his horse. Bricks 
were thrown at them, and théy were after- 
wards pulled’ ont of the carriages and beaten 
with sticks, ‘They al! commenced to ran down 
the road. . Witness saw Cept. Bull stagger as 
if he had been struck and he noticed that he ; 
was bleeding profusely from a wound in the 
fegion.of the right eye. Major Pine-Coffin fell 
to the’ ground: and Capts. Ball and Bostock , 
stopped. 


Jumped on his Stomach, 

Witness saw that Capt. Bull was dazed and 
@id not~appear to know what-he was doing. 
Lieut. Smithwick was with Major Pine-Coffin 
and as he was going to their help he was 
strack with a nabout by prisoner No, 14, who

then ran to Major Pine-Coffin and jomped 


on-his stomach with both feet. Major Pine- 
Coffin, Lieat.) Smithwick, and witness . were 
surroanded by -fellaheen who started to drag 
them back to the village, and of these men 
he identified from among the acpubed thirteen, 
No. 25, said witness, was carrying& hoe.and 
when they were, taken to see, the wounded 
woman he made higns ot catting theif throats, 

No. 9 resembled the omdeh’a son, but witness 
could not say-that he actually wab his sop. 

No. 14, said» witnées, eventually robbed him 
of his gold match-box, silver chain: and keys, 
cigat-cise, “pipe and tobacco ponch, whistle, 
and corkscrew, which had, not been retarned. 

He gave his purse to the guide. They-were 
first-taken to'the scend of the fire and made 
to sit\ down, when he thonght* they were 


going’ to be barnt. I ut five minutes 
they were taken to } wounded woman, 
when prisoner No, 25° signs of cutting 


their throats, and made, them’ sit‘dowa near 
her. ° 


Saved! . 


Aboot this’ time a party of villagers formed 
‘a ring round:them with a view to their protec- 
tion and they were’ taken by these men toa 
moaond a short distance away and the mob. was 
held beck. They were. given water and in abont 
half-an-hour, when Major Pine-Coffin and 
Lieut. Smithwick had sufficiently recovered, 
they were taken back to their carriages. They 
mét a patrol of Mounted Infantry about a mile 
and a half down the road. Just before they 
finally ‘left: for the camp two’ mounted native 
police’ arrived and he thought that they asked’ 
them what they had lost. Witness thought the’ 


.| crowd was hostile from the moment it arrived, 


there being no children in it. 
‘ 
Evidence of Guide. . 


Abdul Deleer, the guida to the officers, was 
the next witness called, and deposed that when 
the officers left their tartiages they were met 
by an old man who gaid'‘that they might go 
shooting, provided that they went far back, 
from’ the village. He told the man oe 
onbashi of police had gone on to the om 
house to ask if the officers might~ shoot, 
saw two people take away Lieut, Porter's Bia 
which afterwards went Off, and he said that 
these two persons- were ‘the woman who was 
wounded, and the sheikh of ghaftirs, - 

Lieut. Porter, on being recalled, said that 
there were several hands on his gon. The guide 
recognised prisonera. Nos. 11, 18, 86, 37, and 
8 as having been inthe ercwd, 

Carriage Drivor’s Deposition, 

Abdel Aad Saat, the driver of one of the 
carriages, was next called and deposed to 
haying received a telephonic message at El 
Wat to take carriages to Sersina market, where 
they would meet officers who were going shoot- 
ing. This’ he did atid two ot the. officers got 
into the carriage which he was driving and 
two into the other, while one officer went on 
horeeback. When\ they arrived at the village of 
Denishwai the onbashi of polica, who accomps- 
nied them, went ‘into the village and the offi- 
cers met an old man, whorh he identified as 
prisoner No. 11. This man asked/them if they 
were going to shoot pigeons. Witness recogni- 
sed prisoners Nos. 16; 20,35, 88, and 44 as 
having formed part of ithe crowd of fellahéen 
and said that he eaw No, 20 dragging the 
officers along and beating them with nabonts. 

The next witness. was Mohamed Abd al. Aad, 
driver of the sedond varriage, He deposed 
0 seeing people atrike the officers ‘when. th 
réturned to the carriages, bnt only recognised 
prigoner No. 24 as: having’ been - present. 
He atated that id notdrive away as: 
the ‘crowd’ would low him te, and that 
they took his whip him. | 

_ Ibrahim Moussa, general messenger to the 
village, said‘that be: went with the: carriages 
from El Wat to Sersins, where they met 
officers ard then drove to, Denishwai. On ae 
arrival st Denishwai the officers told the 
onbashi of police to’ fetch the omdeh and 
the sheikh el ghafir. They were met by 
a white bearded man, whom witness iden- 
tified as prisoner No. 11. This man, ao- 
cording to witness, told. the officers not 
to shoot as there had been trouble over 
them doing so last. year and the year 
before, If they shot - they must do 80 “on 
their own respongibility. 


| Subsequent Enquiries. 

After the examination of this witness the 
Court adjourned for an’ interval of twenty 
inates and on its return Ahmed Bey Helbawi 
was called. Witness stated that’ on the 16th 
inst.-he was sent for by the Moudir of 
Menovfich, who related to him the incidents 
of the ocourrence at Denishwai and instracted 
him to make enquiries and, if possible, ‘to 
recover the guns.
